FARMING MOVES AHEAD 


Gove -mnent offices. generally require 
reports of all kinds from various indiv- 
iduals, and their own offices are no ex- 
ception, They want to know all the fig- 
ures and the facts im connection with 
their various departments, and the 
other day we were reading over ** Bob”’ 
Milligan’s shoulder as he made up some 
of the report which he turns in to his de- 
partment, 

And frankly, we were amazed at the 
volume of affairs that pas through this 
office. We can never find Bob when we 
want him, and occasionally when we 
don’t want himwe’ll find him drinking 
coffee we really don’t see how he 
accomplished : 0 much siiting and drink- 
ing coffee, 

Seriously, we'd like to reprint his re- 
port, or at least the salient parts of it. 
But we're afraid we'll have to wait un- 
til after the govermiment checks it over 
first. 

We're sure the farmers in this area, 
and the urban dwellers: too for that 
matter will be interested to see the ae- 
complishments in this area in the way 
of improved farming in the past year. 
Mr. Milligan doesn’t claim credit, of 
course for all of the improvements to 
agriculture in this area, but he can rea- 
sonably claim credit for a large number 
which have been listed, and whieh will 
likely make a tremendous difference to 
the tvne of farming we can expect to 
see, These differences, no matter who 
is responsible, are likely to mean a more 
or less stable system of agriculture in 
the area, a conservationist type of agri- 
culture, and eventually a predictably 
prosperous sort of agriculture. 

Since Mr. Milligan figures that work- 
ing on an average, the individual farm- 
er pays him two dollars a year we hope 
more of them will get their 
worth next year, as many of them did 
this year. 

Still, though, we wouldn’t like to see 
him too busy. We do like drinking 
coffee with him.
